NOTIFICATION 

G.S,R, 931 (E). - In eKtaiso of the powers conferred by 
icetions 6 and 25 of the Enviionmcnt (Protection) Act, 1986 


29of 1986), the Central Government hereby makes the follow¬ 
ing rules further to amend the Environment (Protection)^ 
Rules, 1986, namely.— 

E (1) Those rules may bo called the Environment (Protec¬ 
tion) Second Amendment Rules, 1989, 

(3) They shall come into force on the date of their pub¬ 
lication in the Official Gazette, 

2. In the Environment (Protection) Rules, 1986 (hereinafter 
referred to as the principal rules), in rule 2,— 

(i) after clause (a), the following clause shall be inserted, 
namely 

*‘(aa) “areas” means all areas where the hazardous 
substances are handled;”; 

(ii) after clause (c), the following clause shall be inserted, 
namely:— 

“(ce) ‘prohibited substance” means the substance 
prohibited for handling;”, 

(lii) after clause (f), the following clause shall bo inserted, 
namely;— 

“(ff) ‘restricted substance’ means the siibsfucc ' ics- 
trictcd for handling;”— 

3. In the principal rules, after rule 12, the following rule 
shall be inserted, namely;— 

“13, Prohibition and restriction on the handling of ha^fai- 
doua substances m different areas;— 

(1) The Central Government may take into consideration 
the following factors while prohibiting or restiicting 
the handling of hazardous substances in dilfercnt 
areas; 

(i) The hazardous nature of the substance (cither in 
qualitative or quantitative terms as far as may be 
m terms of its damage causing potential to the 
environment, human beings,otherliving creatures, 
plants and property; 

(ii) the substances that may be or likely to be or 
readily available as substitutes for the substances 
proposed to bo prohibited or restricted; 

(lii) the indigenous availability of the substitute, 
or the state of technology available in the coun¬ 
try for developing a safe substitute; 

(iv) the gestation period that may be necessary for 
gradual introduction of a new substitute with a 
view to bringing about a total prohibition of the 
hazardous substance in question; and 

(v) any other factor as may be considered by the 
Central Government to be relevant to the protec¬ 
tion of environment* 

(2) While prohibiting or restricting the handling of haz¬ 
ardous substances in an area including their imports 
and exports the Central Government shall follow the 
procedure hereinafter laid down;— 

(i) Whenever it appears to the Central Government 
that it is expedient to impose prohibition or res¬ 
triction on the handling of hazardous substances 
in an area, it may, by notification in the Official 
Gazette and in such other manner as the Central 
Government may deem necessary from time to 
time, give notice of its intention to do so. 
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(ii) Every notification under clause (i) shall give a 
brief description of the hazardous substances and 
the geographical region or the area to which such 
notification pertains and also specify the reasons 
for the imposition of prohibition or restriction 
on the handling of such hazardous substances 
in that region or area. 

(iil) Any person Interested in filing an objection against 
the imposition of prohibition or restrictions on 
the handling of hazardous substances as notified 
under clauso(l)may do so inwriting to the Central 
Government within thirty days from the date of 
publication of the notification in the Official 
Gazette, 


(iv) The Central Government shall within a period 
of sixty days from the date of publication of the 
notification in the Official Gazette consider all 
the objcctioas received against such notification 
and may impose prohibition or restrictions on 
the handling of hazardous substances in a region 
or an area."
